Health Board Warns Of 
Septic Tank Overcharge 


The Rush County Health 
Department has been advised 
by the Indiana State Board of 
Health to alert the residents of 
this 
area 
to 
possible 
illicit 
operations of some septic tank 
cleaners. 
The Indiana State Board of 
Health recently has received 
num erous com plaints from 
householders which show that a 
c o m p le te 
u n d e r s ta n d in g 
regarding the service charge for 
cleaning a septic tank should be 
reached before the cleaning is 
started. 
The best 
basis 
for 
payment is by the job rather 
than by 
volume or weight, 
helath officials say. 
For example, a 750-gallon 
tank holds more than 6,200 
pounds of liquid and sludge, so 
that a seemingly small charge 
of three cents per pound could 
result in a bill of $186.OO for 
cleaning a septic tank. This is 
why it is important for both 
parties to agree upon a fixed 
price, prior to initiation of the 
work, so that there is no chance 
of misunderstanding. 
There is no secret method of 
cleaning a spetic tank according 
to the State Board of Health 
sanitary engineers. The only 
effective method is to stir or 
surge the accumulated solids 
and then pump them out. 
Prop er m aintenance of a 
septic tank 
sewage disposal 
system includes periodic 
in­ 


spection of 
the septic 
tank 
contents. Sludge depths of 
eighteen inches or more will 
indicate 
a 
need 
for 
sludge 
removal. It is difficult to fix a 
definite 
tim e 
interval 
for 
cleaning a septic tank, reports 
the State 
Board of Health; 
however, a three to five-year 
schedule should be budgeted. 
Don’t be misled by claims that 
septic tank “ s ta r te r s ” are 
n ecessary . The addition of 
yeast, bacterial concentrates, 
dead chickens, or so-called 
“rejuvenators” has not been 
proven necessary for the proper 
operation of a septic tank The 
tank 
does 
not 
need 
to 
be 
“scrubbed down” or “washed 
out” after the sludge and scum 
have 
been 
rem oved. 
A 
small amount ot tank contents 
left in the tank will help restart 
the septic tank action. 
All septic tank cleaners doing 
business in Indiana must be 
licensed by the State Board of 
Health 
in 
order 
to operate 
within the Law. The law is 
designed to protect the public 
ag ainst faulty w orkm anship 
through 
the 
licensing 
and 
bonding of septic tank servicing 
firms. The license is issued to an 
applicant 
only 
after 
his 
equipment has been inspected 
and found adequate to clean 
septic tanks in a manner not 
detrimental to public health. 
The septic tank servicing firm 


also is required by law to fur 
nish the customer with a signed 
receipt 
which 
c a rrie s 
his 
business name and address, the 
name of the owner of 
the 
business, and the Indiana State 
Board of Health “ vehicle license 
number.” 
The State board of Health also 
states that the vehicle license 
must be carried on the truck at 
all times, and the septic tank 
vehicle license number must bv 
painted on the side of the truck 
in large letters along with the 
license decal 
If difficulties are experienced 
with a septic tank cleaner, the 
Rush County Health Depart­ 
ment (932-2216) of the Indiana 
State Board of Health located at 
1330 West Michigan Street, 
Indianapolis, should be notified 
immediately.

Wallace made only the most 
indirect reference to the racial 
themes 
of

campaigns, 
making no mention of busing 
but describing “elitists” and 
the college-educated offspring 
of the “upper class, suburban 
rich” who enter government 
and undertake to write guide­ 
lines 
and 
rules 
for 
small 
businessmen, working people 
and "even school children.” 
And. he said, if he became 


President he would deem it a 
useful symbolic act “to tear up 
some of these 
'government) 
forms and throw them in the 
Potomac River.” 
He hit hard on his familiar 
law and order theme, attacking 
court “ permissiveness” that is 
concerned about prison inmates 
sleeping on jail floors but not 
about fathers of families slain 
by supermarket robbers 
On foreign policy, he said he 
would demand respect from 
other countries. 


“ You wouldn’t look me in the 
eye and spit If you did. I would 
spit back I know this language 
is 
not 
quite 
sophisticated 
enough for Washington; I went 
to college and all that, you 
know, and maybe th at’s the 
trouble with some of us,” he 
said 
“ I believe in getting along 
with other nations I believe in 
detente But I don’t believe it 
ought to be used as a way to 
gain a military advantage over 
the United States ”

2 
Did you live at any time during 1974 in Indiana? 
3 Did you pay Indiana property tax or did you pay rent 
on a house on which the owner paid property tax? 
4 
Is your total income from all sources less than 
$5,000? 
If your answer is “yes” to all four questions, then you 
should look into filing form CB 40, according to the in 
formation source.

Many Expected To Hear Reagan 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — About 3,500 Hoosier GOP 
faithful are expected to attend a $l00-a-plate dinner at 
the Indiana Convention-Exposition Center here Thursday 
night at which former California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
will speak. 
Reagan, who the Indiana Republican News says “ may 
mount the most serious challenge to President Ford in 
next y e a r’s prim aries,” will also have an afternoon news 
conference at state GOP headquarters. 
Lewis Gregory, assistant communications director for 
the Republican State Central Committee, said today that 
between 3,500 and 3,700 were expected for the d in n e r- 
making it in line with other recent COP state fund 
raisers. 


Jobless Claims Take Jump 


INDIANAPOLIS

Indiana 
unemployment 
insurance claims jumped more than IO per cent last 
week over the last preceding week, but “ regular” 
claims were down. 
Director John F. Coppes of the Indiana Employment 
Security Division explained that seeming conflict this 
way: 
Initial claims by persons newly out of work and 
continued claims by those out of jobs a week or more 
dropped 3,946 to 107,975 due to fewer significant new 
layoffs and more industrial recalls. Those are “ regular” 
claims classifications.

Stabbing Victim Dies 
FORT WAYNE, Ind. (UPI) — Catherine S. Harris, 18, 
Fort W'ayne, died today in a hospital where she had been 
unconscious since she was stabbed and strangled by a 
boy friend June IO. 
Miss Harris died in Lutheran Hospital. She was 
attacked in her home by Rex Gordon. 22, Columbia City, 
who shot himself to death with a rifle the following day, 
authorities said. 
Investigators said the two worked at the same Fort 
Wayne industrial plant and that they had dated but 
recently had problems with their romance. 


Food Stamps To Cost More 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Individual adjustments in 
the costs of food stamps to recipients effective July I 
will m ake them about 5 per cent higher, but purchasers 
will also be getting about 4 per cent more bonus or free - 
stamps because of changes in state and federal laws. 
Indiana Department of Public Welfare Administrator 
Wayne Stanton said today the higher costs are due to 
anticipated increases in Social Security benefits and in 
welfare benefits for those receiving Aid to Families of 
Dependent Children. Costs of the stamps to a recipient 
is tied to level of income. 


Head Rolls In Saudi Arabia 


The silver sword flashed three times against the 
setting sun to the chants of "God is great.” With the last 
slash of the executioner’s blade, the head of Prince 
Faisal bin Musaed rolled onto the desert dust. 
Thousands of Saudi Arabians turned out in Riyadh 
Wednesday for the beheading of the American-educated 
prince, convicted of assassinating King Faisal. 
The white-robed prince, blindfolded and bound, didn’t 
utter a word as he was led into execution square before 
Riyadh's Al Hokm Palace of Justice. 
Saudi Arabia, which traditionally beheads m urderers 
with one slash of a sword, prolonged the execution of the 
prince because of the enormity of the crime. 


Predicts Higher Gas Prices, Shortage 


CHICAGO (UPI) — The honeymoon is ending for 
American motorists, according to a petroleum industry 
expert. 
Herbert Hugo, senior editor of P la tt’s Oilgram, a daily 
publication on the petroleum industry', warns gasoline 
prices will rise by three to five cents a gallon by the 
Fourth of July 
just in time to catch holiday motorists. 
Hugo also says 
motorists could 
encounter short 
gasoline supplies by August, forcing them to queue to 
await their chance at the pumps. 
He says the high demand for gasoline could result in 
short supplies of fuel oil this winter. 
“The latest import tax plus increased operating costs 
will be passed along to motorists within IO days,” Hugo 
told UPI Wednesday. 
“ But the most critical period will come in August, 
which looks like the time we’re likely to have real 
problems with gasoline,” he said

formally established the park 
However, anybody expecting a 
park in the conventional sense 
of the word will be surprised — 
or disappointed. The 219,400 
acres are still a wilderness 
area, and most of the area will 
remain so. 
What the area has to offer 
this summer is a large stretch 
of land and water —roadless, 
unpolluted, unspoiled. 
According to Myrl Brooks, 
Voyageurs project supervisor, 
there are 46 lakes in the park, 
ranging in size from the huge 
Rainy Lake —once the voya­ 
geurs’ highway to the Canadian 
border —to small fish lakes, 
where walleyes, northern pike 
and smallmouth bass are the 
primary game fish. 
The voyageurs were persons 
who transported goods and men 
by rivers and lakes to trading 
posts for the fur companies 
About 80,000 acres in the park 
are water. The main land area 
is the Kabetogama peninsula, 
most of whose 75,000 acres are 
heavily forested and relatively 
undeveloped 
The 
area 
today 
remains 
much the same as it appeared 
‘JOO years 
ago 
to 
the first 
voyageurs who passed through 
it. It is one of the last true 


wilderness areas remaining in 
the United States. 
There 
are 
stands 
of 
fir, 
spruce, pine, aspen and birch 
reaching down to w ater’s edge. 
A recent study of wildlife forms 
in the park, conducted for the 
National Park Service by the 
U.S. Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife, showed four rare 
and endangered species within 
the park —the tim ber wolf, 
northern bald eagle, American 
osprey and lake sturgeon. 
Ruffed and spruce grouse are 
the 
principal 
gam e 
birds. 
Mallard, black ducks, mergans­ 
er and loon nest in the park. 
At the time of the original 
voyageurs there w en beaver, 
otter, mink, 
Canadian 
lynx, 
bobcat, fox, weasel, muskrat, 
rabbit, squirrel, fisher, pine 
marten and wolverine in the 
area. All, except the marten 
and wolverine, are still there. 
Big game such as deer, black 
bear and an occasional moose 
also range the area. 
When the park is completed, 
probably around 
1983, Voya­ 
geurs will be a 
“modified” 
wilderness area. It will be one 
of only two parks in the 36-park 
national system that is water 
based. Visitors will have to tour 
by boat. No roads will be cut 
into the interior. 
Visitors this 
summer 
can 
make their headquarters at a 
resort on the fringe of the park 
Motorists can reach the park 
by taking U S. 53. Airlines and 
bus lines serve International 
Falls, Minn., the town nearest 
to the park. There’s no local 
bus service available yet, but a 
phone call to a Kabetogama 
a re a resorter or outfitter is 


likely to produce a ride to the 
park. And once there the tourist 
will see the wilderness through 
which the voyageurs traveled 
275 years ago.

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Year 1974 Was Good Year 
To Learn About Economics

N E W Y O R K (U PI) — A first 
grade student in L ittle Rock, 
A rk., believes 1974 was a “ good 
year to learn econom ics.” 
“ Anybody can learn econom ic 
fa cts,” wrote Roy Firestone, a 
student at F a ir P a rk P rim a ry 
S ch o o l. “ They a re so e a sy! 
Good g rief! E very w ay I turn I 
get econom ic facts.” 
A lot of professional econo­ 
m ists would agree w ith young 
Roy Firestone that 1974 was 
indeed a good year to “ learn 
econom ic 
facts.” 
M any 
are 
rew ritin g their textbooks. 
The current recession, 
a c­ 
com panied by one of the worst 
inflatio nary 
periods 
in 
U.S. 
history, has given new urgency 
to program s to upgrade the 
teaching 
of econom ics 
from 
kindergarten on. 
“ D uring 1974, the public has 
been overwhelm ed by m ajor 
national problem s with econom ­ 
ic causes —inflation, achieving 
a better quality environm ent, 
costs 
of 
government, 
high 
petroleum prices due to the 
A rab o il embargo, high interest 
rates and raw m aterial shor 
tages,” said M arvin Bow er in 
the annual report of the Joint 
Council on Economic- E duca 
hon. 
An illite ra te A m erican elec­ 
torate, he added, could “ vote 
the 
nation 
down 
the 
drain 


without intending to do so.” 
The council has thus stepped 
up and expanded its program to 
raise the econom ic litera cy of 
A m ericans, 
p a rticu la rly 
stu­ 
dents. But first the council w ill 
have to do something about the 
econom ic illite ra cy of teachers. 
“ O ver 50 per cent never took 
a course in economics in their 
form al 
train in g ,” 
explained 
M L . 
Fra n ked 
president 
of 
J C E E . 
“ A m e ric a n 
h is to ry 
courses 
are 
being 
taught 
without mention of econom ic 
concepts.” 
’ The council sponsored c a m ­ 
pus workshops for 2,000 teach­ 
ers last year, giving them the 
equivalent of a one-semester 
course 
in 
economics. 
This 
sum m er, the council plans to 
sponsor 80 workshops for 3,500 
elem entary and secondary tea­ 
chers. 
“ W e’re trying to hit teachers 
who haven’t any background in 
econom ics but are expected to 
teach som e econom ics,” Fran - 
kel said. 
The co u n cil’s most am bitious 
project, however, 
involves a 
cooperative schools program in 
econom ics 
that 
reaches 
218 
school system s and about eight 
m illion students from k in d e r­ 
garten through grade 12. 
The purpose of the program 
is 
to 
teach 
basic 
econom ic 
principles by integrating them 
into the 
regular cu rricu lu m . 


“ W e’re not advocating a course 
of action —just the underlying 
concepts of economics, 
I1 ran- 


kel said 
“ What we are saying is that 
you have to understand the 
economy before you can vote 
in te llig en tly.” 
The program s sponsored by 
J C E E , F ra n k e l added, must be 
“ objective, nonpolitical, nonpar­ 
tisan, academ ically free and 
responsible.” 
He said the next move w ill be 
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into adult education classes, 
working with em ploye groups 
at first and perhaps later with 
professional groups, such as 
journalists.

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Indiana University Warns 
On Cooking Of Mushrooms 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind.-Does 
your month water at the thought 
of hot, sauteed mushrooms? Or 
do you hate that mushroom 
taste? 
Whether or not you are j 
connoisseur of mushroom s 
fungi may affect your life more 
than you think. 
Mushrooms 
mold, and mildew are all in the 
kingdom of fungi. Test your 
mushroom knowledge in the 
following true or false quiz. 
M ushrooms that grow on 
wood are safe to eat. 
If 
you 
eat 
a 
poisonous 
mushroom accidentally, proper 
medical treatment can always 
prevent death 
Fungi only live in cool, dark 
places. 
Some fungi induce abortion. 
There is no difference bet­ 
ween 
a 
toadstool 
and 
mushroom. 
One way to test an unknown 
mushroom is to eat a tiny piece 
of it. 
A person can die of a fungal 
infection. 
Some kinds of mushrooms 
don’t mix with alcohol. 
Hallucinogenic 
mushrooms 
are always non poisonous 
Most mushrooms taste the 
same. 
All 
morel 
mushrooms are 
edible. 
Answers: 
1. False. According to plant 
scientist 
and 
mycologist 
Michael Tansey of Indiana 
University, “No old wives’ tales 
are true.” (A mycologist is a 
student of fungi.) For instance, 
the jack-o-lantern 
mushroom 
grows on wood, but is poisonous. 
2. 
False. 
Death 
from 
poisonous species of Amanita, 
including 
the 
“ Destroying 
Angel” and “ Death Cap,” is 
slow and agonizing. “ If you eat 
certain poisonous species of 
A m anita, 
there 
is 
a 
high 
probability that you will die,” 
Dr Tansey says. Symptoms do 
not show up until 6 to 24 hours 
after eating c e rta in deadly 
mushrooms, thereby making it 
difficult 
for 
a 
physician 
to 
empty the digestive tract in 
time. Since at least one of the 
poisons in the Amanita group is 
protoplasmic, it usually affects 
all the major organs, including 
the liver, kidney, heart, and 
skeletal m uscles. Poisonous 
A m anitas are not ra re in 
Southern 
Indiana. 
They are 
fairly common in the fall and 
some are 
large, 
noticeable, 
a ttra c tiv e 
m ushroom s. 
An 
antidote called “thioctic acid” 
has been used to treat Amanita 
poisoning, but it has not been 
approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration for general use. 
However, if you have a known 
cause of Amanita poisoning, the 
antidote can be flown directly to 
your physician 
within hours 
from storage banks on either 
coast. 
3. False. Many fungi in the 
form of molds grow in hot 
habitats. In fact, fungi grow in 
the hot acid springs and soils of 
Yellowstone National Park. 
They grow in compost piles, 
“gob” piles (coal waste piles), 
and self-heating haystacks 
They 
are 
responsible 
for 
millions of dollars worth of 
damage in stored grain and in 
piles of industrial wood chips 
from which paper is made. Dr. 
Tansey, 
who studies heat- 
requiring fungi, has found these 
fungi in alligator nests made of 
rotting 
grass 
in 
Everglades 
National Park, in the 30-foot 
nests of the incubator bird in 
A ustralia, and 
in chewing 
tobacco, cigars, and snuff 
4. True. In fact, drugs com- 
j 
monly used to induce childbirth 
and stop hemorrhaging after 
childbirth are derived from a 
fungus called “ergot.” Ergot is 
common 
in 
the 
Midwest, 
parasitizing wheat, rye, and 
other grains. When a person 
eats ergot, he gets “ergotism, 
including constriction of blood 
vessels, 
gangrene, 
and 
hallucinations. Ergot also in­ 
duces abortion. 
5. True. Toadstool is just 
another name for mushroom. 
The idea that toadstools are 
poisonous comes from a belie! 
held many centuries ago that 
toads were venomous and that 
they made a habit of sitting on 
m ushroom s, thereby giving 
them some of their supposed 
poison. 
6. False One bit of some of the 
deadly Amanita species can kill 
a person, Dr. Tansey says. And 


one 
bite 
of 
some 
other 
mushrooms can cause vomiting, 
diarrhea, and gastrointestinal 
distress. The best way to see if a 
mushroom is edible is to identify 
it with a good mushroom book. 
Better yet, go hunting with an 
experienced, 
well-informed 
mushroom hunter. Dr. Tansey 
recom m ends two books for 
m u s h r o o m 
h u n t e r s : 
“ Mushrooms 
of 
North 
America” by Orson K. Miller 
Jr., published by E P. Dutton & 
Co., and “The Savory 
Wild 
M ushroom ’’ 
by 
M argaret 
McKenney, 
University 
of 
Washington Press. 
7. 
True. 
Many 
fungi 
are 
common inhabitants of your 
body, Dr Tansey says, and in 
certain circumstances they can 
take over and kill you. Persons 
with leukemia often die of a 
fungal infection. Persons who 
have just had surgery or an 
organ transplant, especially if 
they 
are 
taking 
im ­ 
m unosuppressant drugs, a re 
susceptible to severe fungal 
infections. Indiscriminate use of 
broad-spectrum, 
antibacterial 
antibiotics can also cause fungal 
infections. 
8. True. Some people become 
very ill after taking only one 
alcoholic drink before and after 
ingestion of the 
mushrooms 
called “ Inky C aps.” These 
m ushroom s 
are 
com m only 
found in Southern Indiana and 
are eaten in many parts of the 
country. The only safe way to 
avoid a bad reaction is to refrain 
from drinking any alcoholic 
bev erag es for several days 
before or after eating 
Inky 
Caps. 
9. False. Many people regard 
hallucinogens them selves as 
poison, but for those who don’t, 
there are usually other poisons 


in these types of mushrooms 
that will make a person ill, Dr. 
Tansey says. Those who eat 
hallucinogenic mushrooms have 
many methods of extracting the 
poisons, but it is easy to make a 
mistake. Dr. Tansey says the 
number of young people looking 
for 
m ushroom s, 
m ainly 
hallucinogenic 
ones, 
has 
in­ 
creased, 
especially 
in 
the 
Pacific Northwest and Florida. 
10. False. Mushrooms have 
such a wide range of odors and 
flavors that they offer more 
variety than the whole range of 
edible foods in general, Dr 
Tansey says. Some taste like 
anise, 
garlic, 
beef, 
chicken, 
fiery hot peppers, or rotten 
meat. However, Dr. Tansey, 
who collects about IO species of 
edible mushrooms every year, 
says most mushrooms fall into 
the category of “not worth 
picking.” These are either 
stringy, slimey, foul-smelling, 
bitter, or have the texture of 
paper 
11. False. The true morels are 
one of the 
most delicious 
mushrooms and can be stuffed, 
sauteed, or creamed and served 
over toast However, the false 
morels which occur at the same 
time of year can cause illness. 
The true 
morel has a cap 
cha ra cterize d 
by 
pits 
and 
ridges, whereas the false morel 
is smooth, wrinkled, or con 
voluted with a texture resem ­ 
bling the human brain. In a true 
morel the cap and the stem are 
attached at or near the base of 
the cap This can be seen when 
the mushroom is cut in half 
le n g th w ise 
P ro fe ss io n a l 
m ycologists 
warn 
against 
eating 
the 
false 
m orels, 
although Dr. Tansey says they 
are widely eaten in Southern 
Indiana.

fabrics and techniques And they 
tried to 
record the history- 
making events and the

styles of today in their designs 
The results? Six hundred and 
ninety quilt squares for county, 


I district, and state judging. 


I There were squares featuring 
, race cars and rockets, eagles 
‘ and liberty bells, bandana 
i prints and nostaligic flowered 
patterns. There were colors of 
; every shade and tint, fabrics of 
every description, and work 
; rnanship that ranged from 
handsewn to machine. Those 
competing in Rush County were 
! Mildred 
Hoeing, first 
place; 
Esther Leisure, My la Nixon, 
I and Leis Koch. 
The top three quilt squares 
from each county were sent on 
to district contests Mrs Hoeing 
was the second place winner in 
the New Castle district contest. 
Mrs. Elco Ei chhorn, R. 
I, 
Bluffton, state chairman of the 
cultural arts committee, said 
the interest in the quilt squares 
was amazing. 
“The public was as interested 
in looking at 
the finished 
squares as the Homemakers 
were in creating them. It was 
fun to listen to people who came 
to county and district judgings. 


One person would rave about a 
particular square, and another 
would react unfavorably, “ Mrs. 
Eichhorn said. 
But luckily, the judges were 
able to agree. District judges 
chose 
five 
outstanding 
quilt 
squares from each of the nine 
districts. These squares were- 
sent to Purdue to be judged on 
the state level. 
Faced with the 45 most out­ 
standing quilt squares from the 
state, the Purdue judges had 
their hands full.

Corn 
Belt cattle feeders are making 
money these days for the first 
time in nearly two years, a 
review by Agriculture Depart­ 
ment economists indicates. 
A detailed tabulation of beef 
production costs also shows, 
however, 
that 
feeders 
may 
again be close to break-even or 
loss levels - at least temporari­ 
ly —by November. 
According 
to 
the 
study, 
producers moved from a profit 
status in August, 1973, to about 
a break-even stance in Septem­ 
ber of that year. In October, 
returns from 
grain-fed 
beef 
cattle dipped below production 
costs and remained in the red 
through April of this year. 


In April, a typical 1,050-pound 
grain fed Corn Belt steer sold 
for $451 61 based on Omaha 
market prices for choice grade 
cattle, $24.78 under production 
costs. 
The 
shift 
back 
to profits 
began in May as market prices 


for cattle rose at the same time 
the cost figures showed de­ 
clines. A typical choice steer 
sold 
for 
$520.80 
during 
the 
month, while costs dropped to 
$452.66. That transformed the 
April net loss into a $68.14 per 
head profit in May.

Mariana Vote Heavy 
For U.S. Citizenship

SAIPAN, 
Mariana 
Islands 
(U P I) — The people of the 
northern Mariana Islands have 
voted 
overwhelm ingly 
to 
become American citizens and 
turn the Pacific archipelago 
into a U.S. commonwealth. 
The islands, which stretch for 
500 miles across the western 
Pacific, would be the first new 


territory 
acquired 
by 
tne 
United States in half a century. 
Still incomplete returns in 
Tuesday’s plebescite indicated 
more than three-quarters of the 
voters favored political union 
with the United States. 
U.N. 
observers 
spent 
two 
weeks in the northern Marianas 
to oversee voting on the future 
of the 16,000 persons living in 


the chain of 14 islands.

How does a lady feel after 
spending six years of her life 
working with alcoholics? 
Pleased. 
“ I 
found 
that 
I 
liked 
alcoholics. When they recover, 
they recover so beautifully,” 
said Dr. Joan Curlee-Salisbury, 
a psychologist and instructor at 
the 
U.S. 
Veterans 
Hospital 
here. 
‘‘It’s just amazing what nice 
people they turn out to be,” she 
said. 
She 
said 
it 
was 
a 
satisfaction that seemed less 
usual 
in 
other 
fields 
of 
psychology. She said alcoholics 
often stop being selfish and 
become successful —’’success- 
lul in terms of living good 
lives.” 
Dr. Curlee-Salisbury and a 
researcher from St. Louis last 
>ear became the first behavior­ 
al 
scientists 
to 
receive 
an 
international 
award 
for 
the 
study of alcohol problems. The 
award previously had gone to 
persons in the so-called “ hard” 
sciences. She said she did not 
know why. The award was for 
accumulated work, no great 
breakthrough. 
“ Work on Attitudes” 
„ Part of her work has been 
trying to spread her sunny 
attitude about alcoholics among 
persons'who work with them. 
“ That’s one of the nice things 
about 
working 
here, 
in 
a 
teaching hospital,” she said. 
“ We get a chance to work on 
attitudes 
while 
people 
are 
really somewhat flexible.” She 
said 
it was 
important that 
realistic attitudes be shared by 
physicians, nurses and social 
workers who, in the course of 
their work are bound to see 
some alcoholic. 
One of the common miscon­ 
ceptions, she said, is that the 
alcoholic wants to remain an 
alcoholic. 
“ It’s just that he doesn’t see 
a way out. He knows he needs 
to do something about it. He 
just doesn’t know how 
and 
doesn’t think he can,” she said. 
Then They Seek Help 
Nevertheless, she said, after 
going 
through 
a 
phase 
of 
denying there is a problem, 
alcoholics seek help. 
“ I 
think it’s a very bad 
mistake 
to 
think 
alcoholics 
have 
to 
be 
forced 
to 
do 
something about their prob­ 
lem ,” she said. “ We have a lot 
more coming 
than 
we 
can 
accept.” 
Dr. Curlee-Salisbury said she 
was disappointed that Gov. Otis 
R. Bowen vetoed a bill in the 
1975 legislature that would have 
taken public intoxication off the 
books as a crime. 
Opponents of the bill had 
argued 
that 
an 
arrest 
and 
involuntary placement of per­ 
sons into treatment programs 
were 
necessary 
for 
those 
alcoholics 
who 
would 
not 
volunteer for treatment. 
At the Veterans Hospital, Dr., 
Curlee-Salisbury said, patients 
have a 13-month program —one 
month as in-patients, the rest 
as out-patients. She said 45 per 
cent were either completely 
abstinent or substantially im­ 
proved after one year. Even

Wild Dogs, Not People, 
Scare Woman Officer

CLEVELAND (UPI) — The 
only thing that really frightens 
Jackie 
Kossin 
while 
she’s 
working are vicious dogs. 
Miss Kossin is was the first 
woman to become a federal 
probation officer here a year 
ago. 
"The thing I fear the most 
are the wild dogs in some 
neighborhoods, the dirty, filthy 
dogs who haven’t eaten, and 
jump on the hood of the car,’’ 
she said, she added that the 
people she supervises never 
have pi., her in a situation 
where /> ' i . 
was threatened. 
Miss Kossm, 33, supervises 
women Aho are either parolees 
or on probation for federal 
crimes. 
She only works with men in 
conducting pre-sentence investi­ 
gations. 
The only problem she has run 
into with her male colleagues 
was learning to call them by 
their first names after referring 
to them as "m ister" during the 
nine years that she was a 
clerical stenographer in the 
probation office. 
Miss Kossin had trained to be 
a history teacher, but switched 
her major to sociology. 
"I don’t see myself as the 
token woman or feel that they 
had to hire a woman," she 
said. "They just recognized the 
importance of women in the 
work.” 
Miss Kossin said she has a 
distinct advantage. 
"I have the option of really 
reaching out to a woman," she 
said. "I can say I care about 
you’, which could be miscon­ 
strued if said to a man. 
"Rapport is important, and a 
woman-to-woman 
relationship 
allows us to talk about things 


important to us as women. 
“I 
hope 
that 
I 
can 
be 
confident enough in my own 
self to get close and yet remain 
objective. I make it quite clear 
if I see them 
heading for 
trouble I’m going to tell them 
about it. 
"I don’t find anyone misusing 
my concern for them. As a 
feeling person I can tell when 
they’re not on the level with 
me." 
Miss Kossin sees each mem­ 
ber of her caseload of about 40 
persons at least once a month, 
but preferably twice, or as 
often as six times a month if 
the need exists. She is available 
24 hours a day. 
“ My phone number is listed 
in the book," she said. "If 
someone wants to call me at 
home I would never say ‘I’m at 
home and off duty, wait until 
tomorrow.’ 
“Sometimes I think we worry 
more about our people than 
they do themselves. You just 
can’t dismiss it at five because 
you realize it’s a human being 
you’re working with.” 
Her 
many 
roles 
as 
a 
probation officer include those 
of counselor to couples and the 
lovelorn and financial adviser. 
She is not a policeman. That is 
a misconception viewers pick 
up from movies and television. 
"We are working after the 
arrest, and see the person in a 
totally different perspective,” 
she 
said. 
"During 
a 
pre­ 
sentence report, we look at the 
individual's total background as 
opposed to the isolated 
in­ 
cident.” 
Miss Kossin said she tries to 
free women from the tradition 
a1 role that often becomes a 
factor in their need for a 
probation officer.

Official Says Hoosier 
Health Board Understaffed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In­ 
diana’s State Board of Health 
does not have adequate staff to 
avoid future delays in allocat­ 
ing waste treatm ent funds, in 
the view of U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency administra­ 
tor Russell Train. 
Sen. 
Birch 
Bayh, 
D-Ind., 
quoted Train on the subject in a 
news release Monday that also 
said $100 million should be 
obligated by June 30 to Indiana 
for the construction of waste­ 
water treatm ent facilities. 
Train’s statements came in a‘ 
letter to Bayh. It said in part, 
"the m atter of inadequate state 
staffing of 
pollution control 
programs has been a 
long 
standing concern of our region­ 
al 
office 
as 
part 
of 
its 
responsibilities in connection 
with 
our 
annual 
program 
grants to assist the state in 
administering its water pollu­ 
tion control program .” 
He said that as far back as 
1972, the regional EPA office at 
Chicago recommended a signifi­ 
cant increase in staffing and 
budget for the board’s water 
quality control division. Train 
also 
noted 
that 
EPA 
has 
engaged in a continuing dia­ 
logue with Gov. Otis R. Bowen 
and former governor Edgar 
Whitcomb on the m atter of 
additional staff. 
The regional EPA office at 
Chicago and the state board of 
health officials had reached 
agreement last fall on mini­ 
mum staffing levels for the 
next 
two 
years, 
he 
noted. 


However, according to Train, 
"The governor did not support 
the board’s request for addi­ 
tional positions when the budget 
was presented to the legislature 
early this year.” 
Train said he understood that 
Bowen could reassign some 
resources within the budget to 
allocate them to the board of 
health’s water quality division 
and was hopeful Bowen would 
do so. He said, “We consider 
the requested resources to be a 
necessary minimum if the state 
is to carry out its responsibili­ 
ties under the federal water 
pollution control act.” 
Train also noted that he was 
waiving 
certain 
regulations 
relating 
to 
the 
filing 
of 
environmental 
impact 
state­ 
ments, which will give Hoosier 
communities an additional 15 
working days to complete the 
legal 
requirements 
of 
their 
wastewater treatment plans. 
Bayh and other members of 
the Hoosier congressional dele­ 
gation had written to Train last 
months asking for the agency’s

Calls Lenient Judges 


Law Enforcement Flaw 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
- 
President Ford is preparing to 
ask Congress —probably this 
week —for a sharp crackdown 
on crime in the United States, 
Senate Minority Leader Hugh 
Scott said today. 
Scott 
told 
reporters 
after 
COP congressional leaders met 
with Ford in the White House 
that the President’s proposed 
omnibus crime bill will recom­ 
mend sweeping 
revisions of 
federal laws, including restric­ 
tions 
on 
leniency 
by 
some 
judges. 
It will include strict stand­ 
ards for sentencing by judges 
and call for mandatory sent­ 
ences in cases of violent crime 
and for crime repeaters, Scott 


said. It also would bar parole in 
some cases. 
Scott described lenient judges 
as the “greatest flaw” in law 
enforcement. 
He said the bill would include 
mandatory penalties for sky­ 
jacking and drug dealing, but 
will not provide for registration 
of guns. 


Asked to explain why Ford 
opposed gun registration, Scott 
said the President always had 
such reservations as a member 
of Congress. 


Scott said there is “a ver> 
g reat 
f e a r ” 
by 
legitim ate 
owners of guns that registratior 
would lead to strong govern 
ment restrictions.
